WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 

(By. ARTHUR DAVIES) 
The newspapers in Grat Britain 
and France have haga are car 
spreadi the idea of late 
Geran. was on the lookout to 
take advantage of the present very 
disturbed conditions in Europe by 
taking another step towards obtain- 
ing what in her own judgment is 
her own just—if not ut the moment 
lawful—due. Austria. it was sug- 
gested, was to -be annexed by 
Germany at once. and circumstan- 
tial stories were. circulated about 
the guthering of troops in the bor- 
der towns. It now appears that 
there was no solid foundation tor 
these rumours, and Herr Hitler 
ond the German Press are very 
angry about them. 

It is quite true that the Press 
may. easily do 1 great deal of harm 


f/to the cause of international good- 


will by giving too easy credence 
and publication to suspicions. But, 
on the whole, British editors and 
correspondents use their liberty and 
diseretion in a highly responsible 
and worthy manner. 
, Many Excuses 
In thix particular instance, they 
may have ered, but in view of the 
facts, plenty of excuses may be 
made for their error. 
The facts arc 
(a) that Herr Hitler’s declared am- 
dition inludes the - absorption 
- of Austria in the. German 
Reich. 
(b) that when a question of right 
arises between him and another 
country, he prefers to decide it 
by a unilateral judgment of his 
own rather than by submitting 
the issue to third party arbitra- 


tion, 

The second of these facts was of 
course clearly illuminated by . his 
coup Cetat » March 7, without 
expressing any opinion on his moral 
right to remilitarise the Rhine 
land or even on the legal question 
whether or nat the Locarno Pact 
had already. been broken by the 
Franco-Soviet, Pact. It is obvious 
that no one cin ever know where 
he stands with a man who, instead 
of seeking sutisfaction for his grie- 
vances by the prescribed way to 
which he is wmmitted by his own 
promise, judg-st bis own case for 
himself and acts at once with fine 
moral fervour upon his own unaid- 
ed judgment. ‘ 

Unreliable Dictator 

There is every reason to believe, 
therefore. that at any moment this 
unrelinble dictator may once more 
tike the law into bis own hands 
and in contempt of the League of 
Nations and all other law seize 
Austria ley un act, of violence. 

He was afraid to take such action 

in 19 t the titne of the Austrian 
Nnzi_risin—beeause Italy's troops 
were ther wo prevent success. 
r To-day he is very much stronger, 
Ttaly ix cnjayed in her own‘illegal 
adventures, and the League of 
Nations is suflering severe—~if we 
may hop only temporary—reverses 
in her strazele with Italy. .” 

Apparently, however, Germany 
is not willing at the moment to 
take a step which would definitely 
alienate the British sempathy that 
she is cultivating.

A visit to the pilots’ school 
while it is in operation, and 2 
chat with some of those 
charge, gives one 2 remarkable 
insight into the amount of ex- 
pert knowledge which the. air- 
line pilot has now to acquire 
before he is qualified to take his 
place as a member of the crew 
of a great Empire-flring~plane.
